From 
what he says, we judge that the officers and 
ldierl of Col. Steptoe's detachment of U. S.

w::.*er a:.d a portion of the spring and then 
went to California, created a terrible sensation 
among the Mormon women. Those women, 
fascinated by the handsome faces and fine uni- 
forms of the troops, concluded, that, instead of 
letting one old prophet or apostle or saint play 
husband for a dozeu or a score or a hundred of 
them, they might as well have a husband apiece. 
The consequence of this conclusion was, that, 
when the troops went to California, a good 
mat.} - of the Mormon females went with them. 
Brigham Young tells his people in his speeches 
that the females who thus turned traitor to the 
holy principle of polygamy are all dead. He 
ii.'.irnates that he himself ::ad them pursued and 
killei! upon the journey; but we don't believe a 
word of it — we guess they have got safe to Cali- 
fornia and are destined to b* th» mother* of 
larger families th>r* than [hey would ever be 
likely to have in Utah. 

A New York paper, in view of these facts, 
thinks that the best way of breaking up the 
Mormon settlement at Utah, if the grasshoppers 
fail to do it, is very obvious. It suggests that 
President Pierce send another detachment of 
good-looking U. S. troops to the Salt Lake, and, 
at the end of two or three months, order them 
off to California, and replace them by a new 
.detachment, and so on, until the Turks of the 
<iesert are reduced by feminine desertions to the 
standard Christian regulation of one wife apiece. 
We presume there would be no difficulty at all 
V^t. procuring troops for such a «ervice. To be 
"W.re, Brigham Young swears terribly that he 
will put instantly to death any troops that shall 
behav* ?.« the last did toward the Mormon wo- 
men, but our brave fellows have as much ot one 
sort of gallantry for armed men as they have 
of another sort for 'inarmed women.

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS 

The river continues to decline, but the papers 
bring us accounts of heavy rains above. We 
may therefore anticipate another rise. Last 
evening there were 7 feet 3 inches water in the 
canal, 4 feet 1 inch over the rocks on the falls, 
and about 5 Jeet m the pa.»s. Heavy rams fell 
night before last, and yesterday a drizzling rain 
continued all day. The thermometer at two 
o'clock stood at 83. 

The Cumberland river was falling on Tuesdav 
with o\ feet water on the shoals. 

The R. L? Cobb left Nashville on Wednesday 
for this port. 

The St. Louis Republican, of Wednesday, 
says: 

The river at this point is at a stand, and the 
Uncle Sam reports six feet ten inches in the 
channe-l to Cairo. We have no change to report 
in any of the upper rivers — they are falling. 
The Illinois with three feet to Lasalle, the Up- 
per Mississippi with twenty inches on the L' w- 
er Rapids, and the Missouri with four feet scant 
to St. Joseph. 

The Ginon arrived at St. Louis on Tuesday 
from Fort Pierre, having beer. seventy-six d. ys 
gone froin St. Louis. 

The W. W. Farmer, from New Orleans, came 
up as far as Newburg, and then returned to Ev- 
ansville, where she was loading on Wednesday 
for New Orleans. 

A new boat called the P. Lorenz has just 
been completted at Pitsburg for the trade be- 
tween this port and St. Louis. She is 155 feet 
long, has 35 feet beam, and the hold is 5 feat 3 
inches deep. She has three boilers. Capt. R. 
Gracey is to command her. 

The new Missouri river packet, the A. B. 
Chambers, was to leave Cincinnati last eveuing 
for St. Louis. 

Two immense boilers, designed for the U. S. 
steamship Susquehanna, and made at the estab- 
lishment of Messrs. Merrick & Sons, of Pnila- 
delphia, were hauled in the Navy Yard on Sat- 
urday. It required a team of thirty horses to 
draw each of them. 

There is a fleet of boats advertised to leave 
to-day. 

The Southerner, Capt. Catterlin, is the pack- 
et for St. Louis. She is really a fine boat 
Messrs. Moody and Taylor, her clerks, have our 
thanks for favors.

Third Day. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Lexington, Sept. 13. 

Thanks, ten thousand thanks have already 
gone forth for a glorious shower which visited 
us last night, or rather this morning. The dust 
is laid, the atmosphere cooled and all nature is 
refreshed and revivified, even the down-trodden 
(rati B 'he ^ro-vv grounds seems to rise up in 
thanksgiving. The weather is now cloudy and 
unless we get more rain, KHii will be the most 
pleasant day of the exhibition, yet. 

Yesterday was a laborious day for the judges, 
the exhibition of cattle was not concluded un- 
til near 4 o'clock. The number of head in each 
class was not so great, the number of different 
classes consumed much time in their display. It 
is said by good judges that the exhibition of 
grown bulls and heifer calves between 1 and 2 
years old has never been equaled at any previou. 
exhibition in Kentucky. Tnis is gratifying evi- 
dence of progress and improvement Of fat 
cattle, I have seen larger animals but, I do 
not think I have ever witnessed better specimens 
at any show than graced the ring yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

The - hep were fi:i». mostly of 'he Cu'.swolu 
and Smithdown herds, of the latter there were 
some very superior animals. 

Hogs — These were mostly of the Yorkshire, 
Irish Grazier, and Suffolk breeds, and their 
crosses. The Grazier appears to be the favor- 
ite herd in this section. Richard Allen, Esq., of 
Fayette, exhibited a large imported sow of the 
Yorkshire breed with eleveu pigs, all of which 
are very fine. Also a pair of Yorkshire and 
Grazier pigs, five and an half months old, which 
for size and good points are seldom surpassed 
by any breed. 

A little incident occurred yesterday which 
caused considerable merriment among the spec- 
tators. In exhibiting calves, one entered the 
ring, and broke loose from his keeper, who was 
a rough sturdy African. The calf received the 
premium, but was so wild ;Latit would not suf- 
fer the judge to approach it to tie on the ribbon. 
It was finally secured to the negroe's ear; al- 
though not a model of bis race, he left the ring 
apparentlv as highly delighted as though the 
honor had been Conferred on him. 
. I noticed on the grounds a newly arranged 
bee hive, known as Davis' patent self-ventilating 
hive. If the labors of this mysterious insect 
can be promoted by artificial means, it appears 
to me that this arrangement is a valuable one. 
It is a hive constructed with a view to ventilla-. 
tion, protection from the bee moth, and artificial 
feeding. The advantages claimed by the advo- 
cates r| artificial feeding, are to have the parent 
hives fully stocked with honey previous to the 
opening of the flowers in the Spring, so that the 
natural honey the bees mav gather, may go in- 
to the caps or boxes for market. This system of 
feeding is practiced extensively in some parts 
of the country, for the production of honey 
for the market. Its advocates contend 
that honey is a secretion from the peculiar or- 
gans of the bee; others argue that if you feed 
bees with sugar they will deposit only sugar in 
the comb. But this question I leave to the nat- 
uralist to determine. There is one fact, howev- 
er, touching this point and that is, if, you feed 
bees with an artificial preparation, they will 
from this food elaborate all the wax necessary 
for the formation of the comb to contain all the 
food you will give them, this of course must 
change the constituents of substance deposited 
in the comb. 

This is the day set apart for the exhibition of 
horses, the love and pride of the Kentuckian. 
1 am not able now to obtain the number of en- 
tries for to-day. There is a good display of 
blooded animals on exhibition, principally of 
the Eclipse, Wagner, Boston, and Glencoe 
stocks. 

Th« number of people on the ground at an 
early hour this morning far exceeds that of any 
preceding day of the exhibition. It is various- 
ly estimated at from 15,000 to 20,000. 1 care- 
fully counted the number in one section of the 
great amphitheatre,and by estimation found it not 
less than 13,000; every seat is crowded with la- 
dies, and all the passages are closely packed with 
men endwise. 

To-morrow, the fourth and last day, will be 
devoted to the exhibition of draught horses and 
mares, jennettes, mules, and jacks. 

It is now raining, with the prospect of a 
drizzling afternoon. H. P. B.

The vessel has been 
otiiered to anchor in the outer bay, and commu- 
nication with the same, except such as may be 
had under the supervision of the Board of 
Health officers, strictly prohibited. The cap- 
tain has been taken to the quarantine hospital. 

The officers of the U. >. steamer San Jacinto, 
have been ordered to report themselves to Com- 
modore Boorman on the 20th inst. The Saif Ja- 
cinto will sail about the 1st of October, as flag- 
ship to the East India squadron.

]^ The London Medical Gazette gives the 
result of numerous experiments with roasted 
coffee, proving that it is the most powerful 
means, not only of rendering animal and vege- 
table eriiuvia innocuoiii, but of ac' ially destroy- 
ing them. A room in which meat in an ad- 
vanced degree of decomposition had been kept 
for &">rae time was instant iy deprived of all 
smell, or. an open coffee-ioasier being carried 
through it containing a pound - of coffee newly 
roasted. In another room exposed to effluvium 
occasioned by the clearing out of a cess-pool, 
so that sulphureteu hydrogen and ammonia in 
great quantities could be chemically detected, 
the stench was completely removed within half 
a minute, on the employment of three ounces of 
fresh roasted coffee; whiLst the other parts of 
the house were perman*ntly cleared of the same 
smell by ben. simply traversed with the coffee 
roaster. although the cleansir g cf the cess-pool 
continued several hours after. The best mode 
of using the coffee as a disinfectant is to dry the 
raw bean, pound it in a mortar, and then roast 
the powder on a moderately heated iron plate 
until it as-umes a dark brcvc tint, when it is-ft' 
for U;e. Then sprinkle it in sinks or cess-pools, 
or lay it oi. a plate in the room whicn you wish 
to have purified. Coffee acid or coffee oil acts 
readiiy in minute quantities. 



Tragedy at Fort Calhoun.— A correspon- 
dent of the New York Herald, writing from 
Omaha. Nebraska Territory, under date of Aug. 
30, gives the particulars of a bloody affray at 
Fort Calhoun on the preceding day. It appear? 
that the site was designated by the Legislature 
as a town. Since that time it has laid idle, with- 
out complying with the law, which requires cer- 
tain improvements to be made. A squatter, of 
the name of Davis, went on it about three weeks 
before, and broke a large number of acr<>s. On 
the 28th ult. a large number of the members of 
the last Legislature went up to oust Mr. Davis, 
but Davis was fortified in a log-house, with four 
or five m^n to aid him, and resisted, as he told 
them he would. He said they must take him a 
corpse if they took him at all. It is worth 
mentioning here that Davis agreed to vacate if 
they would settle the title to the iand by legal 
proceedings; but their object was to disposses 
him by force, and then compel him to bring suit. 
At nearly the first fire a Mr. Purple was shot in 
the arm. and tht> arm broke. A Mr. Goss, from 
Iowa, was killed dead, and two more wounded. 
During the fight a parley was sounded. After 
three invitations to three different persons for 
one to be spokesman, Maj. Cochran, from the 
Bluff City, divested himself of his arms and ap- 
proached Davis's cabin, when Davis told them 
that they — the outside party — had killed his 
wife and children. Aixl there the matter rested 
at the date of the last advices.

In ord>-r more effectually to carry out the 
objects of the agricultural depaitment of this 
office, it is designed to form a cabinet of seeds, 
to embrace all the principal varieties, not im- 
mediately perishable, cultivated in the different 
countries of the globe. 

The object of issuiug the present circular is 
to procure a complete collection of the various 
kinds of Indian corn growing within the terri- 
tory of the United States. Should it be in your 
power to contribute to the formation of such a 
collection, you will confer a favor in forwar 
ding by mail, as early as the 15th December 
next, from four to six perfect ears of each va- 
riety cultivated in your vicinity, labelling each 
kind, as far as practicable, after the following 
manner: 

Eight-rowed yellow or King Philip corn, 
grown by Robert Lamprey, Lake Village, N. 
Hampshire. 

Planted May 1. 1854. 

Harvested September, 6. 

Distance of hills a put, 3 feet by 4. 

Number of stalks to each hill, 4. 

Estimated yield of dried shelled corn per acre, 
100 bushels. 

Weight per bushel of dried grain, 58 pounds. 
Number of pounds of dried ears required for a 
bushel of grain, 70. 

Product of grain of 100 dried ears, 40 pounds. 

In addition to the above, any information you 
can sive relative to the application of manure 
in.the cultivation of any variety, or the amount 
of folder produced to the acre, will be thank- 
fully received.

Discovery of Diamonds in Virginia. — On 
Monday, the 27th ult., a most singular discov- 
ery of two diamonds was made at "Dudley's 
Fer y," King and Queen county, the resilience 
of Win. Brooks, Esq. A correspondent of the 
Richmond Whig details the circumstances of 
the discovery of these diamonds, which are in- 
deed somewhat remarkable. It appears that as 
a Mr. Ta ylor was engaged in sawing the tim- 
bers for a boat, out of an oak root, his saw 
struck some hard substance, which, upon being 
punched out and examined, was found to be a 
diamond of the size of a black-eye pea; J 
shortly after, a smaller one was also found in the 
same root. The teeth cf both saws were 
knocked cut by the contact. 

The oak to which this root belonged was 
probably a hundred and fifty y%ars old, and was 
growing a few weeks ago iu the ground border- 
ing upon a swamp upon Mr. P.'s place. These 
diamonds were in shape octahedron, as most 
diamonds are in their natural state — of course 
they cut glass finely and were translucid, ap- 
parently of the first water. When found, they 
were imbedded two or three inches from the 
surface of the root, causing a defect in the 
wood of it for some distance around. Can any- 
one state another instance of a diamond being 
found as these were, buried in a root beneath 
the ground probably for nearly a hundred and 
fifty years? 

It will be remembered, that, about a year ago, 
a laborer, while digging in the streets of Man- 
chester, just opposfte Richmond, discovered a 
diamond, a few feet below the surfacv 9t the 
earth, which proved to be one of enormous 
size, and was valued at some four or five thous- 
and dollars. Connect the recent discovery with 
the one of last year, and it would seem that 
there are many of these precious stones imbed- 
ded in the soii of old Virginia.

Melancholy Occurrence. — We regret hav- 
ing to record a serious accident to the family of 
Mr. J. V. Barbee, of this city. Mr. B. has* re- 
cently opened a store in the basement of his res- 
i .ienc, at the corner of Abercorn and Jones 
Street. Yesterday afternoon, while Mr. Jar^.es 
J. Daniels, of the firm of Headman &. Co.. was 
engaged in examining the gas pipe, an explosion 
took place, seriously injuring ajl the persons in 
the store — Mr. Daniels was liiown through the 
window, near which he was at work, breaking 
his right leg in two places. 

Mrs. Barbee sustained a comminuted fracture 
of the right ankle, and other severe injuries. 
The ankle was blown almost entirely to pieces, 
fid parts of the bone driven out. It is thought 
amputation of the foot wili be necessary. " A 
child three years of age had its right leg and 
thigh badly fractured, one eye entirely de- 
stroyed, and the side of its face and head badly 
lacerated, beside several contusions on jther 
p rts of tat body. 

Mrs Barbee, Sr., had her ankle fractured, 
and sustained other injuries. A servant girl was 
somewhat cut and bruised but had no bones 
broken. 

The interior of the store was a complete 
wreck. All the goods were scattered in various 
directions and the shelves against the wall 
thrown down and broken. 

The child died about 11 o'clock last night. 
At that time Mr. Daniels and the elder Mrs. 
Barbee were doing well. Toe younger Mrs. B. 
was still suffering great p 'in.

Since the nose 
pulling, the case of the unsettled balance has 
never been brought to trial, from what cause we 
a e unable to say; but the present Secretary of 
the Treasury having insisted upon the prompt 
collection of all old balances the case is now 
undergoing investigation at Richmond, Va., with 
a fair prospect of a verdict in a few days.
